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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. Applicants canceled claims 1 and 2. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

3. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Ms. Barbara C. Siegell (attorney for applicants) on November 29, 2004. 

4. The application has been amended as follows: 

In Claim 3, lines 2-3, replace "a fluorinated monomer or polymer having at least 
two hydroxyl groups per molecule;" with — an ethoxylated fluoropolymer having 
the following formula: 

Rf-(-0-(-CH 2 -CH 2 -0-) m -H) n 
wherein Rf is a fluorinated moiety having a F/H ratio of at least 3:1, m = 1-10, and 
n = 2-6; --. 

In Claim 3, line 9, change "(meth)acrylate;" to — (meth)acrylate. — . 

In Claim 3, delete last five lines ("wherein said at least one m = 1-10, and 

n=2-6."). 

In Claim 6, line 2, replace "fluorinated hydroxy-containing monomer or polymer" 
with — said ethoxylated fluoropolymer 
Cancel Claims 10-22. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Xu et al 
(6,555,288 B1) does not teach or suggest present fluorinated (meth)acrylate prepared 
from the ethoxylated fluoropolymer of the formula Rf-(0-(CH 2 -CH 2 -0-) m -H) n wherein Rf 
is a fluorinated moiety having a F/H ratio of at least 3:1 , m = 1-10, and n = 2-6. For 
example, Xu's photopolymerizable monomer CH=CH2C0 2 CH2CF20-(CF2CF 2 0)2- 
CF2CH 2 0 2 CCH=CH2 (made in his Example L) could not have been made from the 
ethoxylated compound because the monomer does not have the (-CH 2 -CH 2 -0-) moiety 
in the molecule. Present fluorinated (meth)acrylate prepared from Rf-(0-(CH 2 -CH 2 -0- 
) m -H) n has to have the ethoxylated (-CH 2 -CH 2 -0-) moiety in the molecule. Although Xu 
teaches an ethoxylated hexafluorobisphenol A diacrylate (col.16, line 35), for this 
monomer, the present Rf (-C 6 H4-C(CF3)2-C 6 H4-) moiety would not have the presently 
required F/H ratio of at least 3:1 .
